Several things make the bean 
beetle more difficult to stop than 
other insects. One is that all its feed¬ 
ing is done on the under sides of the 
foilage, but a sprayer or a duster 
with an upturned nozzle easily puts 
the control material where it is ef¬ 
fective. 

Another is the speed with which 
this insect multiplies. Few gardeners 
become even aware of its presence 
before the leaves are in great measure 
destroyed. So. the thing to do is to 
use the sign of the first egg-cluster 
as a signal to give the first spraying. 
Thus, the eggs that are there, and 
those that will be laid, are surrounded 
with poison easily accessible to the 
spiny larve as soon as they hatch. 
One dare not wait until the leaves 
are chewed into lace curtain designs. 

Still another difficulty, though a 
minor one, is that because of the 
tenderness of bean leaves, one is re¬ 
stricted to using magnesium arsenate 
for sprays, and calcium arsenate, for 
dusts. , 

Thus, the control of the bean 
beetle is summed up as follows (and 
see Kentucky Circulars 257 and 343): 

1. Use only safe materials.
